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A promised investigation by 
Gov. Frank Merriam into the is¬ 
suance of “gold courtesy cards” 
by E. Raymond Cato, chief of the 
California Highway patrol, to his 
friends, has fallen by the wayside, 
according to information received 
here today by The Journal. 

The present indication is that 
Governor Merriam, instead of 
launching a probe into the affair, 
as requested by Justice of the 
Peace Kenneth Morrison, condones 
their issuance. Justice Morrison, 
in a letter to the governor at the 
time he took up one of the “cour¬ 
tesy cards” held by James Arn¬ 
old, agent for Baron Long, and 
sentenced Arnold to jail on a 
speeding charge, demanded an in¬ 
vestigation into the matter of 
these cards. In his letter and in 
earlier statements Justice Morri¬ 
son termed the cards “permits 
to violate traffic laws and endan¬ 
ger the lives of motorists." 

Replying to Justice Morrison’s 
request, Governor Merriam as¬ 
sured him he “would look into the 
matter and communicate with him 


at a later date.” That reply waa 
received here approximately three 
weeks ago. 

In a copy of the Los Angeles 
News, Los Angeles legal publica¬ 
tion, issued Friday, June 7, Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam was quoted as hav¬ 
ing no objection to issuance of 
these “courtesy cards.” 

The News stated: "When inter¬ 
viewed, the governor said he had 
no objection to the cards being 
issued by Cato.” 

That he has no intention of 
dropping the fight to halt issu¬ 
ance of these cards was indicated 
today by Justice Morrison when 
he said that if no word is received 
from Governor Merriam within a 
week, he intends to write anoth¬ 
er letter requesting a decision on 
whether an investigation will be 
launched. 

Meantime Justice Morrison re¬ 
tains the card taken from Arnold, 
who was released from jail on a 
writ of habeas corpus. He indi¬ 
cated he intends to keep it until 
I Arnold or his attorney calls for it

POST IGNORES WEATHER

Flier Nervous, Angry at Port 

By RELMAN MORIN 

LOS ANGELES, June 15. UP )— five years old, and twice carried 


Wiley Post trained a blind eye on 
the weather map at dawn today. 

Stubbornly disregarding storm- 
warnings, cautious counsel, and 
perhaps even his own better judg¬ 
ment, the noted flyer hurtled 
away at 4:27 a. m. (PST) on his 
fourth attempt to cross the con¬ 
tinent through this planet's last 
frontier, the mysterious stratos¬ 
phere. 

“This is It—or else,” he grit¬ 
ted. 

Then he lifted the aging Winnie 
Mae, rejuvenated with its mechan¬ 
ical monkey-glands, through the 
dawn fog and headed eastward, 
toward Floyd Bennett field, New 
York, 2447 miles ahead. He 
hoped to travel 350 miles an hour 
—nearly six miles a minute—and 
to land there in eight hours or 
less. 

Flying blind, and dependent on 
his radio receiving to stay on the 
route, he planned to chart a 
course along "the great circle,” 
taking him over Salt Lake city, 

Omaha, South Chicago, Cleveland 
and into New York. 

And he gauged the Winnie Mae 
for an elevation of 35,000 feet, six 
miles up, nearly three times high¬ 
er than ordinary transport routes. 

Post made his first attempt Feb¬ 
ruary 23. He failed, and failed 
tiwee again, when he tried. Two 
days ago, with weather charts 
showing ideal flying conditions, 

Post prepared to leave, and was 
held on the ground by a faulty 
magneto. 

He was in angry, almost sav¬ 
age mood at midnight last night. 

With William Parker, official of 
the oil company sponsoring the 
flight, he watched the weather re¬ 
ports as they came in, hourly. 

They were never encouraging. 

Air Storms Noted 

At 3 o’clock, upper air storms 
were recorded, all across the mid¬ 
dle west, with uncertain weather 
haunting the whole route. 

Suddenly Post turned to Par¬ 
ker and said, “well, It looks 
fine. I leave at 4 o’clock.” 

Oddly enough, the only persons 
who saw him off, except for his 
mechanics and a few newspaper¬ 
men, were a group of noisy high 
school students, who ended an all- 
night graduation party at the 
Union Air terminal, in Burbank. 

Every other time, Post was cheer¬ 
ed by scores of observers. 

Speed was not the object of the 
flight. 

"If I wanted to go after the 
coast to coast record, I'd get a 
racing plane,” Post said. The 
mark Is now held by Col. Roscoe 
Turner. It is 10 hours, 2 min¬ 
utes, and was set In September, 

1934. 

Post said the main purpose of 
the flight is to test the practicabil¬ 
ity of stratosphere flying for 
commercial type ships. The Win¬ 
nie Mae, despite its doubly super¬ 
charged 420-horsepower Wasp en¬ 
gine, Is not a racing plane. It is through the fog. 


Post around the world 

Traveling through thin air of 
the stratosphere, with lowered re¬ 
sistance to the plane, and a re¬ 
tractable propellor to take a thin¬ 
ner "slice” of it on each revolu¬ 
tion, the extra speed is an acces¬ 
sory, a by-product. But it is not 
the end and aim of the flight. 

The intense cold (60 degrees 
below zero) and the lifeless at¬ 
mosphere force Post to armor 
himself with a 16-pound oxygen 
suit, and a metal helmet, into 
which canned oxygen is distilled. 

Once in it, the aviator can’t 
smoke, eat or drink. He is barely 
able to move; and to make him¬ 
self heard, he must shout. 

Looks Like Diver 
As he walks, he looks like a 
deepsea diver, or an automaton, 
or a man with a bad case of sun¬ 
burn. His arms are arched away 
from his sides, and his head and 
shoulders are bent over, painfully, 
from the weight of the helmet. 
His feet drag along, weighted 
down by heavy boots. 

Once wedged Into the cockpit 
of the Winnie Mae, only his 
arms and legs can move, and 
these only a little. 

Yet, this eerie - appearing cos¬ 
tume is his only protection against 
the intense cold and the deadly 
thinness of the upper air. With¬ 
out it, he would bleed from the 
mouth and nose, and presently 
lapse into a rosy unconsciousness 
in the upper air. 

When it wa 3 certain he would 
take off at dawn, mechanics be¬ 
gan pouring the smoking, fizzing 
oxygen liquid from a huge-bellied 
copper sphere into the tank he 
carries in the Winnie Mae. A 
generator then went into the top 
of it, to distill the oxygen gas. 

Post paced Incessantly. He did 
not speak, except to answer ques¬ 
tions in curt monosyllables. Fre¬ 
quently, his eyes would travel to¬ 
ward the blue and white Winnie 
Mae. 

Forty minutes before 4 o’clock, 
he went upstairs, to a sort of mez¬ 
zanine floor In the hangar, and 
stripped down to his underwear. 
Two attendants helped him shoe¬ 
horn into the oxygen suit. 

Ambulance at Field 
The "misery wagon,” a small 
truck carrying cannisters of fire 
extinguisher, drove out on the 
field. Outside, an ambulance 
droned to a stop, halfway between 
the takeoff and the end of the 
field. 

Post came downstairs, at last, 
dragging painfully across the 
hangar. "Happy landing, Wiley,” 
someone called. He merely waved. 

The 4 o'clock weather chart 
was pasted on the glass of the 
cockpit, directly in front of him. 
Then they trundled the ship on 
the field. In the distance, the 
colored lights, marking the run¬ 
way boundaries, shone dimly

volume marketed from time to 
time, Mr. Abel said. 

"This regulation is solely for 
the purpose of maintaining price 
stability and saving the farmer 
from the ‘red ink’ charges from 
which he is the only one ever to 
suffer,” Mr. Abel said. 

“This is all that the act amounts 
to and the gratifying thing is that 
it works in actual practice,” he 
said. "That is probably the reason 
why so much opposition has de¬ 
veloped from others than produc¬ 
ers or consumers. It gives the pro¬ 
ducer more money and makes him 
more independent in handling his 
crop.” 

The act can only be placed in 
operation on any commodity by 
voluntary action of the producers 
and then it only lays down the 
rules by which the farmers them¬ 
selves shall play the game. That 
citrus growers and other agricul¬ 
tural producers were strongly in 
favor of the act waa shown by the 
enthusiastic support given the • decision in regard to oil market- 
amendments which were recently ing, Mr. Abel said.

He said he supported the whip¬ 
stock bill all the way, and also 
the island bill, believing one was 
necessary to supplement the oth¬ 
er.

Mr. Abel said amendments to 
the California prorate act will be 
of great benefit. Although prora¬ 
tion is, in his opinion, a “necessary 
evil” and should not be resorted to 
except when absolutely necessary, 
it is nevertheless essential to pro- 
ducing an adequate income for the j 
grower, he said. 

In referring to the recent Los 
Angeles superior court decision 
against the state prorate act, Mr. 
Abel said he could not credit the 
court with any great study of the 
cases called to its attention. He 
pointed out that the decision in 
the main appeared to be based on 
the idea that the act interferes 
with interstate commerce. 

However, insofar as it is based 
on this idea, it is contrary to a re¬ 
cent United States supreme court

Criticism by Calles, “strong 
man” of Mexican politics, of 
economic and political condi¬ 
tions in Mexico had brought 
about the cabinet crisis. 

Cardenas’ action in requesting 
the resignations of his ministers j 
was regarded in political circles 
as direct defiance of Calles as . 
well as an indication that the 
president intends to continue his 
strongly pro-labor policies. 

Cardenas Likes Strikes 

In a reply which some observ- ■ 
ers termed “mild” but others de- ] 
scribed as a challenge to Calles, 
Cardenas asserted he was in no 
way responsible for political di¬ 
visions and said he regarded 
strikes as beneficial when settled 
in the interests of labor and with¬ 
in the possibilities of capital.

No Service Stations 

When Mr. Nickey bought the 
carload of gasoline, he had been in 
the hardware business here only a 
short time, having settled in 
Santa Ana late in 1888. His store 
was where the McCoy Drug store 
is now located. 

“There weren't any service sta¬ 
tions here then to sell gasoline, or 
any automobiles to buy it,” re¬ 
marked Mr. Nickey.

Injecting a new angle into an 
action started two years ago in an 
effort to halt dredging operations 
at Newport Harbor, Mrs. Sarah 
Anne Newcomb, owner of a small 
island in the harbor channel, has 
petitioned the state supreme court 
to dismiss the City of Newport 
Beach’s appeal from a superior 
court decision granting her quiet 
title to the land. 

The petition, according to Rol¬ 
and Thompson, Newport Beach 
city attorney, is based on the con¬ 
tention that she has lost the use 
of the lands involved as they have 
been pumped to sea and the whole 
action is now a moot question. 
The city, Mr. Thompson said, will 
contest the petition. 

Case in 3 Courts 

The petition filed with the su¬ 
preme court is one more step in 
a battle that has raged through 
the superior courts of Orange 
county, the United States district 
court and the supreme court, to 
which the City of Newport Beach 
appealed from the decision of 
Judge J. O. Moncur, who quieted 
title to the land, holding that, 
while it was navigable at high 
tide, the city had no right to pos¬ 
session except through condemna¬ 
tion proceedings in eminent do¬ 
main. 

Injunctions and counter - injunc¬ 
tions have been obtained by both 
sides in the battle which raged 
ever since the harbor development 
program started. The final injunc¬ 
tion was the one issued by Judge 
George Cosgrave of the United 
States district court in which he 
restrained Mrs. Newcomb from 
further interference with the 
United States government develop¬ 
ment program, or seeking an in¬ 
junction to prevent dredging away 
of her island. At the same time 
the city posted a $25,000 bond to 
indemnify Mrs. Newcomb for her 
loss when it was finally deter¬ 
mined. 

19 Acres Involved 

The land involved comprised 
19.26 acres in the bay forming a 
small island. The city contended, 
and was upheld in court, that at 
high tide the island was com¬ 
pletely covered with water and 
navigable to small craft. Its re¬ 
moval was part of the harbor de¬ 
velopment project. 

With her title to the land, ob¬ 
tained through a patent issued in 
1907 and which the City of New¬ 
port Beach declared invalidated 
through two tax delinquency 
sales, one to the city and another 
to the county, Tvirs. Newcomb next 
sought an injunction against the 
Standard Dredging company and 
the city to prevent removal of the 
submerged lands. She obtained a 
temporary injunction pending a 
hearing set for January 26, when 
the city and dredging company 
were scheduled to show cause why 
the restraining order should not be 
made permanent. Two days before 
the hearing the federal court set 
aside the injunction and issued an 
order preventing further interfer¬ 
ence with the development pro¬ 
gram.

New Books 

By JOHN SELBY 


For some weeks, the publisher! 
of “Paths of Glory" have been giv¬ 
ing Humphrey Cobb's novel what 
the public fraternity calls a 
“build-up.” 

A large number of more or leas 
qualified judges has read the book, 
with unanimous praises thereafter. 
Much advertising attends its pub¬ 
lication; if it is not a best seller, it 
will be because the public is defi¬ 
nitely tired of war books. 

It is to be hoped the public hi 
not too weary of blood and thun¬ 
der to like “Paths of Glory.” The 
first part is perhaps a little slow 
to take off. It describes the 131st 
French regiment coming exhausted 
out of the trenches, and the rea¬ 
son why it is sent directly back 
into them. The reason is that a 
blunder has led headquarters to 
announce that a certain position 
has been taken, and the com¬ 
mander has asked General Asso- 
lant to make the announcement 
good, rather than tell the truth. 

Assolant sees great honor fof 
himself if he succeeds. The 181st, 
being fine soldiers, take the brunt 
of the attack. The attack fails, 
and at that point Mr. Cobb’s book 
leaves off being “good” and, in the 
opinion of many, becomes “great." 
Assolant's frustrated rage, his de¬ 
termination to make the 181st the 
scapegoat, his insane demand that 
each company commander choose 
one of his men for a court-martial 
certain to return a death sentence 
—these are shattering pages 

And the three men chosen, as 
they realize little by little their 
fate, build one of the finest scenes 
in recent fiction. Mr. Cobb’s care¬ 
fully restrained prose is respon¬ 
sible for most of the effect.

WEEK S CITRUS REVIEW 


Los Angeles harbor, New York 
and Montreal has been filled with 
valencias. 

“Almost 250 ears of exchange 
fruit have been diverted from east¬ 
ern markets or shipped to New 
York and Montreal for transfer to 
European-bound ships in the past 
two weeks. 

"A total of 25 ships have been 
loaded with exchange oranges dur¬ 
ing the past 10 days and this 
week-end will see over 200,000 
boxes of California citrus loaded 
at Los Angeles harbor. 

"Shipments of California sum¬ 
mer grapefruit are now enroute 
to many eastern markets and some 
sales have been made. 

"The London market is better 
in spots but the average price re¬ 
mains unchanged. 

"Florida shipped 433 cars of or¬ 
anges and 332 cars of grapefruit 
last week.” 

Under the Califomia-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement 1500 
cars of valencias have been set 
as next week's prorate and have 
been allocated as follows by the 
growers’ advisory committee: 1350 
cars Southern California valen¬ 
cias; 150 cars central California 
valencias; five cars Southern Cali¬ 
fornia navels; 200 cars Southern 
California grapefruit; 50 cars des¬ 
ert area grapefruit; 20 cars cen¬ 
tral California grapefruit. 


LOS ANGELES, Saturday, June 
15. tJP >—The strong market in 
California valencias and lemons 
sold last week in eastern and mid¬ 
dle western auction centers sud¬ 
denly hit a downward path which 
resulted in the average price per 
box of oranges going off 16 cents 
to 3.00 and lemons to lose 27 
cents per box to an average of 
2.95. 

Although sales on both citrus 
fruits were cut materially, the ris¬ 
ing price trend begun when va¬ 
lencias came in dropped heavily. 
There were 649 cars of oranges 
sold this week in the auction cen¬ 
ters or 101 cars less than in the 
previous week and 11 cars less, or 
268 cars of lemons. 

The great increase in deciduous 
fruits is largely responsible for the 
decline of the market. 

The California Fruit Growers' 
exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

"The general situation shows 
the orange market again lower 
although volume of sales is slight¬ 
ly less than for the previous week. 
Weather continued unfavorable in 
many markets and offerings of 
competitive fruits, especially can¬ 
taloups and peaches, increased 
heavily. 

"Exports to Europe have con¬ 
tinued to break all records.

Fruit is also backward. 

This situation indicates demand 
for a tremendous amount of con¬ 
trol work, and difficulty in con¬ 
trol with a single treatment may 
be experienced in many orchards. 
In badly infested orchards, par¬ 
ticularly in the interior, honey- 
dew and sooty mold are so heavy 
that there is likely to be severe 
tree injury and heavy reduction 
in crop. Spray or fumigation are 
vauleless as well as hazardous at 
the present time. Growers who 
desire to apply some method of 
temporary relief may use sulfur 
dust. While sulfur dust checks 
and removes sooty mold, it must 
be borne in mind that its use 
prior to or during hot weather is 
attended with a degree of hazard. 
Sulfur dust applied at the begin-

Dusting for Thripn 

The second generation of larvae 
is now hatching and feeding on 
the young fruit. In eastern San 
Bernardino county some scarring 
of fruit has already taken place, 
and present indications are that 
there will be considerable damage 
in some orchards unless immedi¬ 
ate control measures are applied. 
The recent cool weather has re¬ 
duced the efficiency of sulfur, es¬ 
pecially on the north side of the 
trees, and unless a dust has been 
applied within a week or ten days 
the most effective control calls for 
the final application to be made 
right away. 

It is advisable to apply the last 
dust to the north side of the trees 
only, using 50 to 60 pounds of a 
standard brand of sulfur per acre. 
There is danger of sulfur burn to 
fruit if temperatures much above 
100 degrees are experienced with¬ 
in a few days following applica¬ 
tion.
